The U.S. Post Office has created an interesting situaton.The first 41 issues of 
Corgi Times were mailed overseas and to Canada as printed matter. Recently 
the two ounce rate to Canada was 70¢ and the three ounce was 93¢. New rates 
were effective June 1 and printed matter rates are now two ounces 85¢ and 
three ounces $1.26. At the same time two ounces first class is 76¢ and three 
ounces is $1.00. This issue is being mailed first class at the three ounce rate. 
Please advise if there is an unusual delay in receiving your copy. Mailed 7/3. 


The American Phliilatelic Society has been working with independent sources 
to foster re-establishing availability of key stamp supply materials for the 
hobby. Two projects are finished and should be on the market soon. The first 
is a preservation spray which will reach the market under the name “Archival 
Mist” and the second is watermark fluid which should be on the market soon 
under the name “Clarity”. While the APS worked hard to promote the 
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development of these products they do not have an interest in their commercial 
venture. There is also work going on for development of a true peelable hinge. 
The biggest problem is evidently convincing a commercial source that the size 
of the market warrants the effort. Nothing definite yet. 


New member, Del Peters, Saskatoon, SK., reported in the last issue has advised 
he collects Elizabethan II Period Definitives. 


The BNAPS annual convention will be in Vernon, B.C. September 16-18, 1999. 
There will be a Study Group meeting and current indications are it will be a 
good one. Plan now to attend. Watch for the schedule and check again when 
you arrive at the show.

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SECTION I - ELIZABETHAN II MARKET REPORT - by Dean Mario 


Prices realized for R. Maresch & Son's March 9-10 public sale have just arrived 
and members who didn't receive them may be interested in some of the results. 


Proofs and die proofs continue to dominate the firm's sales with unique and 
seldom-before-seen items coming onto the market. Lot 1485 was a vertical pair 
(mint OG) green proof of the 1961 5¢ Pauline Johnson issue before the red 
printing was added. Despite the small gum thin and stain in the margin, it 
sold for $891.25 ( prices include the 15% buyer's fee in Canadian funds). It was 
estimated at $1,000+. A lithographed die proof (lot 1491) of the background of 
the 1972/73 $1 Vancouver, marked "3" handwritten in the LR corner, was 
estimated at $1,000+4 and sold for $1,265. Two similar lithographed background 
die proofs of the 1972 $2 Quebec with manuscript markings "1" (lot 1492) and 
"2" (lot 1493) were also offered and sold for $977.50 and $1,265 respectively. 


Lot 1494 contained two progressive die proofs (one of the head, "Canada 8", 
and "postage/posses"; and the other with the inscription) of the 1973 8¢ 
Bishop Laval issue engraved on glazed paper. Both were marked in pencil "49 
Slate" and the estimate was $750+. It realized $718.75. Another lithographed 
progressive die proof of the same stamp (lot 1495) but with blue and silver 
lettering sold for $299 against a 5400+ estimate. An engraved progressive die 
proof in black of the portrait portion of the 1973 8¢/ 15¢ Royal Visit issues (lot 
1497) was estimated at $500+ and sold for $333.50. 


Lot 1490 contained a mint NH block of twelve of the 1974 8¢ "missing bird on 
the totem" variety (but mix- identified with the wrong catalogue number). 
Estimated at the 1999 Unitrade price of $225, it reached $97.75. An imperf mint 
NH pair of the 1973 15¢ RCMP Musical Ride (the top stamp with a "slight 
wrinkle") went to a new home for $120.75 despite a Unitrade value of $300 ( lot 
1496) . A 1976 8¢ Royal Military College horizontal mint NH imperf pair (lot 
1498) was estimated at $2,000+ and sold for $891.25. A mint NH UL plate block 
of the 1989 38¢ Regiments issue (lot 1507) reached $138 with a Unitrade value 
of $300 quoted. Lot 1508 contained an unusual complete sheet of twenty of the 
1992 Space hologram issue with ten copies showing the "high orbit" variety tied 
to a 1993 unaddressed envelope. A mint pair with the same variety was also 
included. Estimated at $500+, the lot sold for $517.50. R. Maresch & Son can 
be contacted at 330 Bay St., Suite 703, Toronto, ON M5H 2S8; telephone (416) 
363-7777; fax (416) 363-6511; or at their website at: www.maresch.com (.)

The one exception is the profit from the Study 
Group Auction which is recorded net after estimated exchange loss. 


No interest is received on the checking account and no bank charges are 
incurred. An interest bearing $1 800.00 Certificate of Deposit is the major 
component of the Research Reserve Fund. 


The amount due from BNAPS represents the BNAPS Stipend for the past 18 
months plus two membership reimbursements. 


Throughout the year postage costs have continued to be minimized by the 
purchase of mint postage at 85% to 90% of face. 


Current Study Group Membership Dues which became effective Jan. 1, 1998 
are continued unchanged. There is also no change in the prices for back issues 
and other publications.

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SECTION I - BOOK REVIEW - KARSH, WILDING CAMEO DEFINITIVES 
by: _ D. Robin Harris 





The latest book covering the classical period (Karsh, Wilding and Cameo issues 
during the period 1952 through 1966) has now been available for about six 
months. This is the sixth book written by Robin covering the definitive 
series of the Elizabethan II period. The first five were released in 1997 just in 
time to be entered in the Philatelic Literature competition held in connection 
with ORAPEX ‘97 in Ottawa. The excellence of these books was quickly 
recognized as they received a vermeil award This latest book has a number of 
significant improvements over the first releases, many of which will be covered 
in this review. 


This latest release continues the original stated goal: to illustrate all aspects of 
each definitive series (some of which are not illustrated anywhere else) in one 
reference book per series thereby eliminating the need to search a multiple 
number of books. Not only are the stamps there at a specialists level of detail 
but also there is excellent treatment of such subjects as tagging, perfins, 
plate imprints and booklet covers. 


The success in achieving the goal has been outstanding perhaps due to a great 
extent to Robin's “open book” policy of soliciting and incorporating comments 
and suggestions from those having expertise in each of the specialty areas. 
This willingness to pursue a not invented here approach perhaps shows up 
most dramatically in the “Series Variety Count” which lists a total of 1,077 
items. (Face value different, precancels, officials, coils, ribbed paper varieties, 
tagging and booklet singles. There are a total of 120 mini panes, almost 600 
Perfins, over 300 stationery items and more than 60 fluorescence varieties. 


The organization of this current book permits selecting the scope of collecting 
or Study one wishes to pursue. The following listing provides some

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SECTION V - COMMEMORATIVES - COLLECT CANADIAN CHRISTMAS

eing a frugal philatchst, T love to go to stamp shows and bourses and 
Brow through bundles of discount covers and shoeboxes of oddments. 
It’s surprising the kinds of things you can find for a few dollars. These less 
expensive items point the way to some fascinating research and can be the 
genesis of interesting specialty collections. 


Figure ï shows a cover | bought for a 
dollar at my local stamp shop, just because 
I thought it looked interesting. Some search- 
ing in the Undrerde Catalogue and 1 finally 
found that this cover was an example of the 
correct usage of 2-ST_ the 1984 experimen- 
tal “Stick `w Tie” label issued for use in 
mailing Christmas cards. Labels of this type 
were first issued in 1983 in the Winnipeg 
area, the idea being that a standard address 


system would aid the automatic sorting of 


heavy volumes of seasonal mail. This first 
"Stick `n` Tic” label, 1-ST, is shown unused 
in Figure 2 as it came out of the package. 
Sold in packets of twelve, each label carried 
on its backer paper very extensive instruc- 


tions for use. | suspect this may he part of 


the reason the experiment did not last past 
1984 - it would have been very easy to make 
a mistake in placing the labels and filling out 
the postal code, which then would have led 
to manual processing of the envelope.

The Christmas season of 1986 saw the 
next. and this time successful, attempt at 
facilitating the automatic sorting of holiday 
greetings. Issued in booklet form, #11 16b 
was the first Canadian stamp to incorporate 
barcoding. Shown in Figure 3, the stamp 
had an unusually wide left margin (probably 
to give the three black bars extra separation 
irom the stamp design) and was to be used 
with a specially printed Christmas card en 
velops that incorporated the “Suck om Tie” 
postal code matrix right on the face, Face 
value on these stamps was 29e. which was 
sufficient postage to mail a greeting card to 
any destination in Canada until January 31, 
1986. A fter this time extra postage had te be 
added to make up the 34¢ domestic first class 


rate.

For the next ten vears "Greet More” 
booklets of special Christmas card stamps 
were issued around the beginning of Novem- 
ber. [f you sent a large number of Christmas 
cards oul every year, the Se saving in post- 
age on each card would add up, so it was 
worth searching out Christmas cards that 
came with envelopes printed with the postal 
code matrix. Figure 4 shows one of these 
envelopes franked with #1259, the 1989 
Greet More stamp. The wide left margin of 
the 1986 stamp was omitted in subsequent 
issues, and four coding bars printed instead 
of three. This cover also shows that it was 
stifl easy to make a mistake with the matrix 
- in this case. the wrong postal code was 
entered and erased and the correct cade 
penned m. While this card was processed 
correctly, the matrix did lend itself te error. 

Falling volumes of Christmas mail con- 
tributed finally to the end of the Greet More 
series in 1996, Figure 5 shows the cover of 
the last Greet More beoklet issued. alone 
with one of the stamps. A close look at the 
booklet cover shows a linie drawing of the 
special envelope used in the last year of the 
programme - the computer matrix Jor the

postal code had, by this time, been omitted 
from the cavers and all that was needed was 
to fill in the boxes underneath the address 
with the postal code 

Now that the Greet More series has ended, 
there is an opportunity to put together a 
“complete collection” of these stamps on 
and aff cover. Finding them mint and used 
shouldn't be too hard - these are Christmas 
stamps, after all, and printed in large vol- 
umes. A search of a Canada mixture or two 
will turn up quite a few tssues, and the mint 
stamps sell al minimum catalogue value. The 
stamp booklets are also reasonable. Collect- 
ing a complete set of used on cover stamps 
would take a litte more effort, but they do 
pop up in cover boxes and cheap auction 
lots fairly often. Adding unused and used 
examples of the "Stick *n` Tic” labels can be 
more expensive, as cavers ean go far $20 to 
$30 in dealers boxes - but keep your eyes 
open. Not that many people know what 
these cavers look Hke, and since they are 
modern Canada they ean often be found at 
bargain tables. If you are looking for ST-1. 
make sure the cover is correctly dated witha 
Winnipeg. Manitoba postmark. as this was 
the only city where these labels were issued 
for use. 

So check out those bargain boxes, You 
never know when a $e cover will start you 
ona new collecting adventure!

The report on the scarce usage ofa 5¢ Wilding tied to a 5¢ Undeliverable Mail 
Envelope shown on page 98 of the last issue prompted Bill Pekonen to send 
along a sampling of typical usage of these envelopes. “Because the Post Office 
was phasing out the use of the “J” postage dues with 1935 dates, it seems to be 
harder to find a cover with proper postage due stamps properly tied than one 
with ordinary postage stamps. Some covers had no stamps of any kind. I 
remember going to the Cloverdale B. C. Post Office and being told they simply 
were not bothering with stamps of any kind.” e-

e. Editors note: As pointed out the fourth Postage Due series was being phased 
out. These examples are during the period leading up to the release of the 
first issue of the Red Dues” on Feb. 8, 1967. Interestingly, the Canadian 
Basic Catalogue: 4th Edition by K. Bileski which was released in 1969 carries the 
following notation following the Red Dues listings: 


“The post office policy is nol to bother canceling postage due stamps. Some 
may still be canceled but the only difference between mint and used is the 
latter will lack gum.” 


In actual practice “Red Dues” covers did continue to be canceled. The 

Edilors experience in collecting covers and receipts, after examining 
approximately 300 items, is that in a little less than 25% of the items the 
stamps were nol canceled (lied). Whether this implies most postal personnel 
continued to cancel ilems as in the past or whether some modification or 
moderating of the earlier policy occurred is nol known. H anyone has the 
specific Post Office document/s on this subject the Editor would very much 
appreciale a photocopy.
